NEW ORLEANS.— (/P) —The death 


list from Saturday's tropical hurri- 
cane in Louisiana 
and 
Mississippi 


mounted to six persons Sunday as 
reports reached here from communi- 
ties isolated by the fierce blow which 
swept a wide road of property and 
crop damage through the two states. 


Four white persons lost their lives 


in Louisiana. Two unidentified ne- 
groes were killed in the Ga.tesville 
community near the Crystal Springs 
(Miss.) tomato growing sections when 
they were struck by flying timber. 
Injuries were numerous in the two 
states. 


The most pitiful tragedy reported 


from the hurricane disaster was the 
sweeping to death of two children 
from a raft which was destroyed on 
Oyster 
Bayou near 
Berwick, La. 


Roosevelt Duplantis, 2, and his one- 
year-old sister lost their lives. They 
were the children of John and Ida 
Duplantis. Tho 
family 
was 
on a 


shrimping platform when the hurri- 
cane struck. The mother and father 
pulled down sides of sheds and at- 
tempted to float to shore in the high 
water. 


Their raft was demolished and the 


children were washer! away. Mr. and 
Vlrs. Duplantis grasped a raft to which. 
Forrest Keiff and his grandchild were 
clinging and the party drifted 10 miles 
o Bayou Carencro where they reach- 
ed shore and were cared for by (rap- 
iers.

Tribunal Tax Held 
to Earnings Only, 
by Supreme Court 


Does Not Apply to Gross 


Receipts, Says Arkan- 


sas' Highest Bench 


TOT A L T AX $32,000 


Collections to Date Have 
Been Made on the Earn- 


ings Basis 


LITTLE-ROCK -(/p)— The Ark- 


ansas Supreme Court Monday held 
that the tax for the support of the 
Fact Finding Tribunal could be lev- 
ied only on gross earnings, as dis- 
tinguished from gross receipts, of pub- 
lic utility companies. 


Chief Justice Johnson, joined by 


Associate Justices Mehaffey and Hum- 
phries, dissented in a vigorous opinion 
in which they asserted that the ma- 
jority had "nullified and destroyed 
the effectiveness of the tribunal." 


The opinion was given in a case 


in which Revenue Commissioner Earl 
R. Wiseman sought to collect from 
the Fort Smith Gas company a tax of 
?2 per 'thousand on gross receipts of 
J407.584.83. 


The company contneded that Act 


72 of 1933 creating the tribunal con- 
templated that the tax should be col- 
lected against gross earnings, which 
in this case were $214,000.00. 


The company appealed the case from 


the Sebastian county circuit court. 


The tribunal during the fiscal year 


has collected approximately $33,000 
from 
public utilities on the: basis 


of gross earnings.

Except for the purpose of refunding 


the existing outstanding indebtedness 
of the State and for assuming and re- 
funding valid outstanding road im- 
provement district bonds, the State of 
Arkansas shall issue no bonds or other 
evidence of indebtedness pledging the 
faith and credit of the State or any of 
its revenues for any purpose whatso- 
ever, except by and with the consent 
of the majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of the State voting on the ques- 
tion at a general election or at a 
special election called for that pur- 
pose. 


This Amendment to the Constitution 


of Arkansas shall be self-executing 
and require no enabling act, but shall 
take and have full force and effect 
immediately upon its adoption by the 
electors of the State.

delayed investigation, and hundreds 
of worthy people were denied assit- 
ance While political pull procured 
places for people not in need;" 


Revenue Department 


Mr. Reed's severest criticism was di- 


rected at the state Revenue Depart- 
,ment: 


"I will discharge 100 or more em- 


ployes from 
the Revenue Depart- 


ment," he promised, "and eimrnediate- 
ly return the auto tag collections to 
the sheriffs of the counties who are 
elected by the people, thereby destroy- 
.ing another division of the great ma* 
chine, and reducing the cost of col- 
lection. 


"This department has an annual ap- 


propriation of nearly one-half a mil- 
lion dollars which is more than is be- 
ing spent by the state for the opera- 
tion, the upkeep and the maintenance 
of your State Hospital for Nervous 
Diseases which has more thnn 3,400 
inmates and approximately 300 em- 
ployes. 


"This department spends approxi- 


mately each pear an amount equal to 
that spent by the 'State Teachers Col- 
lege at Conway, the Henderson State 
Teachers College at Arkadelphia, the 
state colleges at Mo'riticello, Magnolia, 
Jonesboro and Russellville combined. 


"This is the greatest political ma- 


chine ever created in this state and 
should be disbanded immediately, as 
It apparently was created to pay po- 
litical debts and control state politics. 


"For several months while I was in 


the service of the government in the 
collecting of the revenue, 43 employes 
were used by your national govern- 
ment in our' state. In a list of em- 
ployes filed with the Senate, it was 
reflected that there were 218 em- 
ployes in the state department. Leg- 
islation passed since that time pro- 
vided for 11 more and in addition to 
the above, there is a lump sum of 
$25,000 for secret service help which 
should employ a sufficient number to 
make approximately 250 in this depart- 
ment. These figures vary as money is 
available and politics demand. 


"The cost is to high for the amount 


collected. This is an average of more 
than three employes, office and field, 
for each county in the state. This is 
more than the taxpayers can support, 
and is a ruthless political waste of 
funds. You were told by your gov- 
ernor two years ago that you would 
go back to 1911 to 1913 and now we 
find more employes in one department 
than the entire administrative state 
government used then." 


Penal System Operation 


Mr. Reed's policy in the operation 


of the penal system, he said, includes 
control by a board and employes 
"learned in the science of agriculture 
and the control of prisoners;" produc- 
tion of all the food necessary on the 
farms; discontinuance of Christinas 
furloughs for "dangerous criminals," 
and discontinuance of "shooting un- 
armed prisoners above the hip when 
they attempt to escape." 


"This institution," he concluded, 


"needs a 
thorough and complete 


change. More men have died violent 
deaths at the hands of other prison- 
ers serving as guards upon the pen- 
itentiary farms during the last year 
than had occurred over a period of 
many years. Prisoners with a lust to 
kill should never be entrusted with 
firearms as guards." ' 


Opposed to Sales Tax 


Discussing school problems, 
Mr. 


Reed said: 


"I shall support the Arkansas schools 


from kindergarten to the university 
in any equitable movement for their 
relief, except a sales tax and a direct 
tax upon property. I 
shall 
never 


agree to lower the standards of high- 
er education but will always be ready 
to asist in raising the standards of 
education from the bottom. 


"I believe in longer terms, more 


money and thoroughly understand that 
a capable teacher cannot live on a 
six-month term at 54 Oa month. The 
present conditions are a disgrace, and 
the 450,000 pupils, 12,00 Oteachers and 
many thousand parents have been be- 
trayed. Thousands of school doors 
would have closed had it not been for 
our president, and no concern ex- 
pressed over the situation by the gov- 
ernor except at election time."

She was not jus- 
tified by any devisings of her own, 
nor by the law, but by the doings of 
the things that she was commanded 
to do. When one hears the gospel to- 
day and obeys it he is justified as she 
was by doing what God commands. 
There is no record of anyone's being 
blessed because of his faith, until that 
faith manifested itsejf in doing what 
God had commanded. 


"We must do just what God com- 


mands, even when it seems foolish to 
men, when there is no reason for do- 
ing the thing exacted other than be- 
cause God commanded, when the com- 
mand is apparently illogical, when the 
command is apparetly morally wrong." 


He gave as examples in addition to 


the deliverance of Rahab, the offer- 
ing of Issac, when from a moral point 
of view it was wrong to kill.
